Pickaway County Was Center Of Indian Activities 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This is one of a 
series of articles prepared by Johnda 
Davis, editor of the Pickaway County 
Historical Society’s Quarterly, con­ 
cerning the Indian activity of the area 
200 years ago. The articles are in 
conjunction with the Ixigan Bicen­ 
tennial C elebration S aturday and 
Sunday.

Two hundred years ago this area in 
central Ohio was an important center 
of Indian activities. The main tribe 
found here 
was 
the 
Shaw nees, 
although other tribes whose territories 
lay elsewhere in Ohio - the Iroquois, 
the M iam is, the W yandots, 
the 
Delaware tribe - frequently crossed 
Pickaway County traveling on one of 
the several great Indian trails which 
converged at Maguck, an important 
Indian village located a trifle west and 
north of Circleville on the east side of 
the Scioto river. 


CHIEF LOG AN 


Many Indian chiefs who played 
important roles in Indian days were 
associated rn some way with this 
county. Tecumseh is said by some 
historians to have been bom in this 
county and his younger brother. The 
Prophet, 
lived 
here 
as 
a 
child, 
although he attained notoriety in the 
Shawnee capitol at Wapakeneta. Their 
father, Pucksinwah, was chief of the 
village of Kispoko or Old Chillicothe 
when he was killed at Point Pleasant. 
The white man, Marmaduke Van 
Sw earingen, was a young P en n ­ 
sylvanian captured by the Indians and 
brought to Old Chillicothe where he 


ran the gauntlet. He was adopted into 
the tribe and became the great Indian 
chief and warrior. Blue Jacket A third 
member of the family of Cornstalk and 
N onhelem a 
was 
the 
w arrior, 
Silverheels whose home base was the 
Pickaway Plains until the villages 
here were dispersed 
There are three Indian chiefs whose 
names are closely associated with this 
county, although none of them was 
bom here and all three died many 
miles from our borders. They were: 
Chief Ixigan, Cornstalk, and his sister, 
Nonhelema or the Grenadier Squaw. 
Chief Ixigan bears the best-known 
name, but the three shared several 
attributes of character and attitude 
and they contributed almost equally to 
the historical events which took place 
here two hundred years ago. 
Chief Ixigan was the son of a famous 
Indian, Shikellimus, known widely for 
his friendship with the white men. 
When 
Ixigan 
was 
a 
small 
boy, 
Shikellimus moved his family from 
Cayuga Ixike, N Y. to Pennsylvania 
where the chief became a close friend 
of Jam es Ixigan, provincial secretary. 
Jam es Ixigan gave his name to 
Shikellimus' son, who was known 
thereafter as Ixigan. When young 
Ixigan grew up, he followed in his 
father’s footsteps in advocating peace 
and friendship between Indians and 
white men. He acted as peacem aker in 
both the French and Indian War and 
the Chief Pontiac War. He was widely 
revered by both Indians and whites - 
accepted into the inner councils of the 
tribes and a welcomed guest in the 
homes of the white men. Perhaps the 
most often quoted assessment of his 
character is that of a white trader who 
said, “ Ixigan is the best specimen of 
humanity I ever met with, either white 
or red.” 
Chief Ixigan m arried a Shawnee 
maiden and cam e to this area in 1770, 
when he was 45 years old. His attitude 
toward the white men underwent a 
complete change-over in the spring of 
1774 when m em bers of his family and 
his tribesmen were brutally murdered 
at Yellow Creek on the Ohio river. He 
literally “went on the warpath" and he 
was one of the most powerful voices 
that urged the Shawnees on to their 
attack on Col. I>ewis’ army at Point 
Pleasant. When that event turned out 
so disastrously for the Shawnees, 
Ixigan retreated to his cabin and 
refused to attend the peace parley 
arranged by Cornstalk with

Dunmore’s Army at ( amp Charlotte. 
Ixird Dunmore dispatched a white 
trader, John Gibson, to talk with Chief

criticized by the House p a n e l’s 
m embers, some of whom represent 
rural districts. Chairman Rep H. John 
Heinz III, the Pittsburgh pickle heir, 
said his task force discussed the report 
Wednesday and found it prem ature 
and in need of further study. 
“ It does not represent the position or 
views of the task force,” he said, 
stressing that the report had not been 
intended for publication. 
The Associated Press obtained a 
copy of the confidential 
rep o rt 
T hursday. 
Among 
its 
recom ­ 
mendations: 
—A ban to keep corporations that 
process food from joining farmer-style 
cooperatives, 
which 
enjoy 
certain 
antitrust exemptions. This might force 
liquidation of one big co-op that 
already controls half the chickens sold 
in the United States. 
—An am endm ent to allow the 
Justice Department to go to court to 
prevent 
m erg e rs 
of 
fa rm e r 
cooperatives into giants such as the 
three dairy co-ops that control 25 per 


cent of the nation’s milk 
Under 
current law, co-ops legally may grow 
to any size if they avoid predatory 
methods. 
- Study of an idea to discourage 
expensive advertising of brand-name 
foods through tax laws. The report said 
such advertising tends to discourage 
competing new brands from entering 
the m arket. 
—F reedom 
for 
independent 
superm arkets to join cooperatives to 
produce their own lowpriced house 
brands, such as those sold by chain 
supermarkets. 
—M<?re democratic arrangem ents 
for farm ers in voting on federally 
regulated m arkets for milk, fruit and 
vegetables. Coop m anagers presently 
are able to cast bloc votes for all their 
members, even if a majority disagrees 
with the m anager’s position. 
The Heinz committee, called the 
Republican Task Force on Antitrust 
and Monopoly Problems, seeks to fight 
inflation by fostering competition and 
avoiding wage and price controls. 
Heinz said he is not repudiating the 
staff’s report on the food industry, 
which was based on several days of 
hearings held a few weeks ago. but he 
said the panel has not adopted it. “ We 
did not feel we had all the facts,” he 
said. 
Unemployment Rate 
Hits 5.8 Per Cent 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Widespread 
layoffs pushed the nation’s unem­ 
ployment rate up to 5.8 per cent of the 
work force last month, the highest 
level in 24 years, the government re­ 
ported today. 
A nother 440,000 w orkers joined 
unemployment rolls in September, 
bringing the total to a seasonally 
adjusted 5.3 m illion, the Labor 
Department said. 
The increase in the jobless rate, 
from 5.4 per cent in August, was the 
largest monthly increase since last 
January when it also rose four-tenths 
of one per cent. 
Unemployment has been creeping 
up gradually for the past several 
months and is expected to rise above 
six per cent late this year or in early 
1975. I^ast October the jobless rate had 
dropped to a 34-year low of 4.6 per 
cent. 
Since 
then 
the 
number 
of 
unemployed persons has risen by 1.2 
million. 
President Ford, who will send his 
economic program to Congress next 
week, has indicated he will propose an 
expanded public service jobs program 


Ixigan to try to persuade him to join 
with the other chiefs in the peace 
terms. John Gibson reported back that 
Ixigan, after weeping copiously, spike 
the words which Gibson jotted down 
and carried back to the conference. 
One dram atic sidelight on that in­ 
terview is not widely known, although 
it appears incontrovertibly true. John 
Gibson, the white man, was Ixigan’s 
brother-in-law, the husband of Ixigan’s 
sister who had been slaughtered at 


Yellow ( reek Neither man knew at 
the time of their meeting on the Scioto 
that there had been one survivor of 
that m assacre - a little girl, Gibson's 
daughter and Ixigan's niece. 
Ixigan’s statement that “There runs 
not a drop of my blood in the veins of 
any living creature" was not accurate, 
although he believed it to be true at 
that time. 
'Hie little girrl was rescued from the 
Yellow Creek area a few days after the 


m assacre by two white surveyors in 
the vicinity, who were in the employ of 
G eorge 
W ashington. 
They 
were 
W illiam and V alentine Craw ford. 
William Crawford was the man who 
was later burned at the stake at 
Sandusky. Their letters to George 
Washington written a few days after 
the m assacre told th at William 
Crawford had the child sent to his 
family in Pennsylvania Subsequently, 
her father. John Gibson, found her and 


iou* care oi ner mrougnoui 
ner 
lifetime. He m arried a white woman, 
raised a family and rose to be a judge 
in his homestate. The Indian daughter 
is buried in the family plot in a P itts ­ 
burgh cemetery. 
With that shared background, it is no 
wonder that John Gibson was able to 
talk freely with Chief Ixigan and that 
Ixigan’s speech came out with the ring 
of sincerity and heartfelt grief

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using federal funds to enable state and 
local governments to hire the unem­ 
ployed. 
Most of the unemployment last 
month took place among women aged 
25 and older and among teen-agers, 
particularly males 18 to 19 years old. 
Declining college attendance among 
young men, coupled with the slower 
growth in jobs, contributed to the 
higher joblessness among youth, the 
government said. 
Total employment was reported up 
by 350,000 from August to September. 
Over the past year, total employment 
has climbed by 1.4 million, half the 
year-to-year gain recorded in the 
previous year. 
The increase 
was 
negated in the unemployment picture 
by additional job seekers. 
Both white and -blue collar workers 
felt the effects of the slowing economy. 
Both categories registered increases 
in joblessness. Heavy layoffs were 
reported in m anufacturing, con­ 
struction and wholesale and retail 
trade. Construction’s unemployment 
rate, at 12.4 per cent, rose to its highest 
level in four years. 


Ford Nixes Gas Tax; 
2 Firms Cut Prices

by two m ajor oil companies and 
renewed indications that I*resident 
Ford is against increasing federal

provided 
motorists at least some tem porary 
good news. 
But Melvin R. Ixnrd, a friend and 
informal 
adviser of 
Ford, 
called 
Thursday for the adoption of standby 
authority for gasoline rationing, 
saying it will be needed sooner or later. 
The gasoline price cuts were an­ 
nounced by Mobil Oil Corp. and Amoco 
Oil Corp., a division of Standard Oil Co. 
of Indiana 
Mobil reduced gasoline prices by 2 
cents a gallon and Amoco made a 3 
cent-a-gallon cut Amoco also lowered 
its price on No. I and No. 2 distillate oil 
by 3 cents a gallon. The cuts were 
effective immediately, and are in line

Both oil companies confirmed that 
cost cuts for motorists are certain only 
at 
com pany-ow ned 
stations. 
Independent dealers will pay lower 
wholesale prices but they detennine 
their own pump prices. 


The indications that Ford opposes 
raising the federal gasoline tax came 
both from Rep Bill Archer and White 
Bouse Press Secretary Ron Nessen. 
Archer, R-Tex., said Ford disclosed 
that he has “no intention of sending a 
proposal for a 20-cent gasoline tax in­ 
crease to Congress.” 


And Nessen said that while the tax 
was among options suggested to Ford, 
the ITesident opposed it. 


I-aird issued his call for standby 
rationing authority while moderating a 
conference on world oil problems 
“Sooner or later a rationing system is 
going to be needed,” he said. 


He said some $100 billion per year is 
flowing to oil exporters and in six 
years the transfer may amount to $600 
billion, an amount more than the value 
of all stocks listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange 
So Ixurd predicted that eventually 
rationing will be necessary, coupled 
with taxes to discourage energy use 


Administration sources, meanwhile, 
said Ford will announce soon that 
Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. Morton 
will replace T reasury S ecretary 
William E. Simon as chairman of the 
cabinet level Committee on Energy. 
The panel is to develop options and 
recommendations on major energy 
problems and has been headed by 
Simon since it was formed June 14.

Nessen reported Thursday that Ford 
will unveil his new economic plans in a 
speech early next week, but he said the 
tim e and forum have not yet been 
decided upon. 
Criminal Crackdown Works

District 
attorneys who have tested a quick and 
tough system for prosecuting habitual 
criminals call it a promising weapon 
against rising national crime rates. 
They delivered that report Thursday 
to Atty Gen. William B. Saxbe, who 
plans to implement the system in IO 
cities as the Ford adm inistration’s 
first effort to deal with the increase in 
crime. 
Sax tx* conferred with prosecutors 
who administered the system in the 
Brooklyn and Bronx .sections of New 
York City and with other criminal 
justice authorities as the FBI issued 
new statistics showing still another 
boost in the nation's crim e rate. 
1310 FBI said the volume of serious 
crime rose 16 per cent in the first six 
months of 1974 compared with the 
same period a year ago. 
Brooklyn and Bronx prosecutors 
said top-priority prosecution has 
produced a high conviction rate and 
long prison sentences for repeat of­ 
fenders. 
The system works this way: 
After arresting an individual, police 
review his past record of arrests and 
convictions. 
If the individual 
has 
several recent offenses, his case would 
be assigned to a special team of 
prosecutors that would press the court 
for a swift trial and a harsh sentence. 
The prosecutors would inform the 
judge about the defendant’s 
past 
record. The primary target is the 
violent offender. 
The high-priority cases now come to 
trial in 75 days, while it sometimes 
takes two years to try other defendants 
handled routinely, he added. 
Bronx Dist. Atty. Mario Merola 
said that 97 per cent of the defendants 
channeled through the special system 
are convicted. The rate could be as low 
as 50 per cent with routine treatm ent, 
he estimated.

W ithout special handling, cases 
often collapse as witnesses die, move 
away or forget what they saw while 
waiting years for a trial, the prose­ 
cutors told reporters after meeting 
with Saxbe.

larceny, which includes such things 
as shoplifting and purse-snatching 
increased 20 per cent, the highest of all 
seven categories measured. 
Murder was up 5 per cent, rape 8 per 
cent, robliery 5 per cent and assault i 
per cent. 
Broken down by region, the South led 
with a 21 per cent over-all crime surge, 
followed by a 15 per cent increase i i i 
western states, 14 per cent in north 
central states, and 12 per cent rn 
northeastern states. 
By population, cities of more than 
one million recorded a modest 6 per 
cent crime increase while those with 
fewer than 10,000 residents reported a 
25 per cent boost 
In rural areas, the increase was 6 
per cent and in the suburbs, 21 per 
cent.

Gaul is described as tall 
and thin with shoulder-length hair 
Nixon Goes 
Home Today 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) 
Richard M Nixon’s doctor says the 
former president can return to his San 
Clemente estate today, ending 12 days 
of tests and treatment at Ix>ng Beach 
Memorial Hospital for phlebitis and a 
blood clot in one lung. 


Dr John C. I.ungren told newsmen 
Thursday that he would issue a final 
report on Nixon’s illness later today, 
after his patient’s expected departure, 
and outline his diagnosis of the illness, 
future treatment and the course of his 
recovery. 


Results of tests for cancer have been 
negative, the physician said in his 
daily written bulletin. 
P hlebitis, 
a 
painful 
vein 
in ­ 
flammation affecting Nixon’s left leg, 
can be a sympton of cancer in the 
stomach, lungs or pancreas, but it can 
also be caused by inactivity. 
After Nixon entered the hospital, 
tests revealed that a small piece from 
the clot in his left leg had broken off 
and traveled to his right lung After

anticoagulant 
drugs, Lungren said the lung clot had 
begun to be absorbed.

WASHINGTON (AP) - First Lady 
Betty Ford is making a faster-than- 
expeeted recovery from breast cancer 
surgery, President Ford reports. 
“ Betty’s doing very, very well,” 
Ford said Thursday. “She is about two 
or three days ahead of what the doc­ 
tors prognosticated as the rate of 
recovery. So. we're very happy.” 
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NEW YORK (AP) — The stock 
market all but ignored a prime-rate 
cut by two major banks and several 
smaller ones today and continued 
sinking in moderate trading. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks was down 9.62 at 
577.99, and losers held a 2-to-l edge on 
gainers at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
Brokers said the dominant force in 
the market was anxiety over the 
possible effects on the world’s 
economies of continuing inflation and 
the oil squeeze. Such concerns appar­ 
ently were strong enough to neutralize 
any enthusiasm engendered by the 
spreading quarter-point reduction to 
11% per cent in the prime. 
Simplicity Pattern was the most- 
active NYSE stock, down V4 at 6%. A 
134.000-share block traded at 6V4. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the market-value index was off .33 at 
60.85. 
The Big Board’s broadly based 
composite index was down .36 at 32.53. 
Amax warrants, the volume leader 
on the American Stock Exchange, 
slipped % to 3%.

National Cmdr. James Wagonseller, 
who returned here Thursday from a 
tour of the Far East, said Ford’s 
program was a “direct insult” to the 
men who served in the armed forces in 
Vietnam. 
“We are opposed to the amnesty 
program President Ford has proposed 
and put into effect,” Wagonseller said. 
The legion commander said draft 
evaders should be treated on a “ca ,e- 
by-case basis” rather than under the 
alternative service program currently 
being implemented. 
He said jobs should be offered first to 
Vietnam veterans rather than going to 
evaders as alternate service. “I think 
ifs a direct insult to these men (vet­ 
erans),” he said. 
Wagonseller, who met with Ford 
before leaving on his trip four weeks 
ago, said he and the President had 
agreed that deserters should be tried 
before military courts. Since then a 
loophole in the program has been 
disclosed which permits deserters to 
accept a less than honorable discharge 
rather than face trial. This is unac­ 
ceptable, he said.

blanket amnesty,” Wagonseller said.

NEW YORK - On the surface, 
“ Case No. 74-110, United States vs. 
John Mitchell et a1” sounds as in­ 
nocuous as a federal action against a 
counterfeiter of buffalo nickels. But, of 
course, it is the unprecedented attempt 
to send to jail five famous former aides 
of President Richard Nixon charged 
with the crime, of which he has been 
pardoned, of obstructing justice in the 
Watergate case. 
Was there one particular victim 
(save for the integrity of U.S. govern­ 
ment) of their admitted conspiracy? 
Yes. His name is lawrence F. O’Brien, 
the Democratic National Committee 
head whose headquarters in the 
Watergate 
complex 
was 
twice 
breached by Nixon Administration 
“ plumbers” in the months leading up 
to the national political conventions of 
1972. 
O’Brien has written a book, “ No 
Final Victories — A life in Politics 
from John F. Kennedy to Watergate,” 
just published by Doubleday (by 
numbing coincidence) as JF K ’s kid 
brother throws in the towel and the 
trial begins for former Attorney 
General Mitchell, H.R. Haldeman, Mr. 
Nixon’s White House chief of staff, 
John D. Ehrlichman, Mr. Nixon’s 
domestic affairs adviser, Robert C. 
Mardian, who doubled as Assistant 
Attorney General and political coor­ 
dinator for the Committee to Re-elect 
the President, and Kenneth W. 
Parkinson, committee attorney. 
The experience has not ended for 
O’Brien. 
“ I was a prime target of the 
Watergate espionage operation and of 
many other forms of harassment as 
well; and I wouldn’t be honest if I 
didn’t say the experience has affected 
me. From the first confused day in 
June, 1972, when I learned of the 
break-in, right up to the present 
moment, my life has seemed to be cut 
off from reality. 
“ I have been caught up in lawsuits. I 
have gradually learned of the full 
extent of the White House program “to 
get O’Brien.’ I have seen innocent 
people suffer personally, politically, 
and financially simply because they 
were friends of mine and thus con­ 
sidered ‘enemies’ of their government 
.. . For me, Watergate has been a 
continuing aggravation, one that 
seems to have no ending.” He un­ 
derwent two intensive inquisitions by 
the Internal Revenue Service, and 
came out smelling like a rose. 
Finding a sympathetic or intelligent 
ear into which he sould pour his 
righteousness was remarkably dif­ 
ficult for O’Brien at the start. L. 
Patrick Gray, acting director of the 
FB I, who was to shred valuable 
evidence, assured O’Brien that the 
Bureau was conducting a thorough

investigation of the crime. The since 
discredited attorney general Richard

“ I told Gray I appreciated his call,”

To 
date, you have chosen not to reply to 
my request. 

I am aware, Mr. President, 
that in a recent news conference you 
deplored this break-in, which was a 
blatant attempt at political espionage 
on a major political party, and I ap­ 
preciate those views. But I am sure 
you recognize, as I do, the grave im­ 
plications — going to the 
First 
Amendment rights of all Americans — 
rn the growing number of questions 
that remain unanswered to date. I 
know that you share my concern and 
desire that a thorough and impartial 
investigation be conducted so that the 
American people may be assured that 
justice is done.” 
Two days later in San Clemente, 
Ronald Ziegler told reporters that the 
President had rejected O’Brien’s 
suggestion. He added that there would 
be no reaction from the President to 
“ anything -Larry O’Brien sends 
around.”

Customers in the Northeast and 
Midwest spend almost twice as much 
on food per transaction as those in the 
South. But the Southerners spend a 
higher percentage of the grocery bill 
on general merchandise. 
No matter what type of item is in­ 
volved, you’re also paying for the 
package. The Agriculture Department 
has estimated that the value of 
packaging for farm-produced foods 
increased by over 8 per cent last year 
and now is more than $10 billion. 
Metal cans went up 12 per cent last 
year, the department said; 
glass 
containers were up more than 9 per 
cent; paper products jumped 8 per 
cent; plastics increased 6 per cent; 
and wood containers went up I per 
cent. 
Even the paper bag the groceries are 
packed in is costing more. 
The 
Agriculture Department reported, for 
example, that one national super­ 
market chain was paying two cents for 
every large grocery bag-up about 14 
per cent over 1972. The bag held about 
$7 to $8 worth of groceries, the 
department said.

My husband has a hernia in his 
groin. For 20 years he has worn a 
truss. He insists that even though the 
hernia has grown bigger the truss is all 
he needs. 
Mrs. T.S.K.,S.D. 
Dear Mrs. K.: 
A hernia is an enlargement opening, 
or defect, in the protective wall that 
normally keeps the intestine in its 
proper place. 
The stress of lifting, or injury, may 
enlarge the opening and permit a 
small piece of intestine to be pushing 
through the opening. 
Slight pressure can reduce, or push 
back, the intestine to its proper 
position. This is the purpose of a truss, 
which does not cure but rather protects 
the intestine. 
Should a hernia become enlarged, 
the truss may not always be effective. 
Occasionally, a loop of intestine may 
become caught and “ strangulated” so 
that it cannot be returned to its normal 
position. 
When this happens, 
surgery 
is 
almost always necessary as a life­ 
saving means. 
It is unwise to wait for a com­ 
plication to occur when surgery is so 


safe and uncomplicated. 
Your husband’s condition should be 
evaluated by his doctor so that a 
simple problem does not become a 
major one. 


Is it safe to use a cortisone spray in 
the nose for hay fever? 
Mr. H.R., Penna. 


Dear Mr. R.: 
Even though the amount of cortisone 
in a nasal spray is very little, it should 
be used with extreme care, and only 
for short periods of time. This applies 
to the use of any ephedrine or 
shrinking agent. 
One can become dependent on nasal 
sprays. The result is that more and 
more of the chemical is needed to 
obtain relief. The lining of the nose 
actually ceases to function when it is 
over-medicated. 


A condition known as the “ rebound 
phenomenon” follows the overuse of 
nasal medication. The nose becomes 
clogged and breathing through the 
nose becomes difficult. 
“ Rebound” occurs most frequently 
in people who have an allergic ten­ 
dency.

The desperate dedication to duty of 
one police department may, with 
encouragement, spread across the 
United States. In some 
ways, it 
requires more courage than a night 
gunfight, but crime is crime. The Fort 
lauderdale Police Department in 
Florida has ordered its vice squad cops 
to go “ all the way” when they raid 
massage parlors. 
The is, to coin a cliche, bravery 
under fire. The men in blue are 
prepared to face a fate worse than 
death to uphold the sanctity of Fort 
lauderdale. 
The cynic is sure to say, “ Aw, come 
off it. Don’t they have any other crime 
down there?” All cities do. Fort 
lauderdale, at Easter time, is known 
as “ where the boys are.” It is also 
where the girls are, which leads to 
spirited fun on the beach, which the 
newspapers refer to as “ riots.” 
In addition, the recent F B I crime 
report, which couples Fort lauderdale 
with Broward County, Fla., displays 
an unhappy image of 54,428 crimes, 
none of which are ascribed to massage 
parlors. For example, there were 121 
charges of murder and manslaughter, 
217 forcible rapes, not to mention 
15,520 burglaries and 29,823 thefts. 
These are pretty high digits for 
Broward County, with a population of 
724,000. However, it was drawn to the 
attention of the Fort Lauderdale cops 
that 
naive 
male citizens 
were 
patronizing massage parlors. They 
learned, to their dismay, that gorgeous 
girls were administering all sorts of 
goodies but were remiss in almond 
cream on sore shoulders. 
Quite properly, the city fathers were 
stunned. Mercilessly, they passed an 
ordinance which, according to diligent 
reporter Laura Stein of the Miami 
Herald, prohibits compensation for the 
touch of private parts. I am not one to 
run to the Supreme Court to ask for a 
ruling on which are private parts and 
which may go public. 
The local courts backed this or­ 
dinance, stating that the rub-down 
girls could not be convicted if the 
policemen only went — excuse the 
expression — halfway, and the women 
accepted no money. TTiis is a delicate 
point because shapely masseuses 
become extremely suspicious of men 
who go part of the way. 
They are prone to refuse money and 
yell, “ Fuzz!” One officer, Frank 
Schueler, spoke for all when he said, “ I 
think it’s a shame that they have to go 
down to that level to enforce the law.” 
I, too, would die first. 
The department lawyer, Howard 
Irvine, who may have read about the 
121 murders and the 29,823 thefts 
(many unsolved), pointed out that 


massage parlors in Fort lauderdale 
have risen from a total of three up to 13 
in the past 90 days. 
Mr. Irvine calls it “alarming.” No 
right-thinking, churchgoing, red- 
blooded American can disagree. And 
yet, when an official says, “ We have 
good reason to believe —,” 
my 
suspicious nature surfaces and I fear 
that perhaps he has no reason to 
believe. 
Irvine says, “ We have a good 
reason to believe that there is a con­ 
certed effort by various organized 
crime figures to take over all the 
massage parlors in Fort lauderdale, 
and maybe even Broward County. 
And, with organized crime comes open 
prostitution, 
intimidation 
ana 
protection.” 
Organized crime, as I understant it, 
is the Mafia. If the old Torrio-Luciano 
group is moving in on 13 massage 
parlors, or if they can hatch a criminal 
conspiracy while getting a rubdown, 
they are busted, broke, finished. They 
had their own private masseuses. And, 
to keep it moral, most of those 
knuckleheads never paid. 
The man in charge of the “Massage 
Parlor Marauders” is a highly moral 
character named Detective Lieutenant 
Joseph Terlizzese. In Fort lauderdale, 
he is chief of the vice and intelligence 
units, one of the most enchanting 
coupling of duties one could imagine. 
“ If we stand idly by,” Terlizzese 
says, “ we’re aiding and abetting 
organized crime.” No one stands idly 
in a massage parlor. Conversely, I 
regret his reference to his men as 
“ undercover agents.” 
The lieutenant’s problem is that 
some of his men are married. Wives 
are noted for misunderstanding duty. 
“ We ask them if there will be reper­ 
cussions in their home life and, if so, 
we find somebody else.” That’s fair 
enough. But then, I feel, he went a step 
too far. 
“ Wives know their husbands have a 
job to do,” he says. “ It’s a dirty job at 
times, but someone has to do it.”

Fort Lauderdale, 
Where a curvy masseuse

Wyman ap­ 
parently has overcome efforts of his 
Democratic opponent, former state 
Insurance Commissioner John Durkin, 
to tie the congressman to former 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
U.S. Rep. Richard Mallary, R-Vt., is 
expected to replace Republican Sen. 
George D. Aiken who has spent 34 
years in the Senate. 
Mallary is popular throughout the 
state and his Democratic rival, County 
Prosecutor Patrick Leahy, is bucking 
a Vermont tradition of sending 
Republicans to the Senate for the past 
140 years. 
The third U.S. Senate race is in 
Connecticut, where Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoff, a Democratic liberal, is 
favored over state Rep. James 
Brannen, the first black elected to the 
state General Assembly. 
The hottest gubernatorial races are 
in Maine and Connecticut where in­ 
cumbents are not, or cannot, seek re- 
election.

His departure opens the way for 
former state Atty.

The attorney general alleged that 
persons can buy into the scheme on 
two levels by paying $400 or $1,800 for 
their positions. Participants make 
money through commissions received 
when they recruit new persons to join, 
he said. 
A hearing on the attorney general’s 
request for a preliminary injunction is 
scheduled Oct. 21.

Episcopal Argum ent Unabated 
Court Files 
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NEW YORK (A P) - A theological 
argument 
cutting 
across 
denominational lines has developed 
over whether ll women ordained last 
summer as priests of the Episcopal 
Church were validly invested with that 
office. 
Most of the church’s House of 
Bishops have said “ no.” But the 
theological rationale on which they 
acted is now challenged by the scholar 
on whose work their decision was 
mainly based. He’s a Roman Catholic. 
The Rev. Frans J. van Beeck, a 
noted theologian at the Jesuits’ Boston 
College, says that although the ordina­ 
tions were irregular so far as church 
discipline goes, “ they were true or­ 
dinations.” 
“ There is a good case for con­ 
sidering them not only true, but also de 
facto valid... that is, recognized by the 
church,” he says, adding they are “ at 
any 
rate 
im plicitly 
valid 
and 
recognizeable.” 
What gave drama to Father van 
Beeck’s intervention is that his 
writings on the issue had been cited by 


Episcopal Bishop Arthur \. Vogel of 
Kansas City in an analysis guiding 
Episcopal bishops in acting on the 
matter. 
Bishop Vogel, of the church’s 
theological commission, concluded in 
the advisory, in which Father van 
Beeck was cited as an authority for the 
position, that the women had not un­ 
dergone ordination, but “ only service, 
only a rite.” 
Father van Beeck. terming himself a 
reluctant witness because of hesitancy 
as “ an outsider to engage in armchair 
quarterbacking,” says he did so as an 
ecumenical duty and that Bishop Vogel 
had misinterpreted hun 
On another point, he challenges the 
finding of the Episcopal bishops that 
the ordinations were invalid because 
the bishops performing them defied 
communal processes of the church — a 
position advised by Bishop Vogel. 
This “ reasoning comes dangerously 
close to making the bishop a mere 
delegate of the conununity,” Father 
van Beeck says. He says it also fails to 
recognize church “ conflict 
and 


division’’ 
— 
as 
exists 
among 
Episcopalians on the issue. 
The position 
“ goes against the 
tradition” not only of the Anglican 
communion of which the Episcopal 
Church is a part, but against that of 
Roman Catholicism and Eastern Or­ 
thodoxy, Father van Beeck says. 


He says tradition holds that “ for a 
sacrament to be true and valid, there 
must be the intention of doing what the 
church does,” and this is what the four 
bishops who ordained the women in 
Philadelphia last July “ obviously- 
intended to do.” 


Noting the “ extraordinary sit­ 
uation" existing in the Episcopal 
Church, with majorities both of its 
bishops and lay-clerical represen­ 
tatives at various points favoring 
women’s ordination, he adds: 
“ The participants in Philadelphia 
were not breaking the church. They 
were breaking the discipline of the 
church — a discipline which is ex­ 
perienced as ambiguous.”

It was signed Gerald R Ford 
The President of the United States 
took time out from his concerns to 
congratulate Robinson on becoming 
manager of the Geveland Indians 
baseball club. 
leaders of nations usually only 
congratulate sports figures when they 
win World Series.

Robinson has not led a club to a 
pennant or a 
World Sones, 
but 
Thursday he became baseball's first 
black manager 
Baseball is 105 years old and it 
wasn’t until 1947 that the first black 
player—Jackie Robinson—donned a 
major league uniform. 
As much as Frank Robinson, who is 
not related to Jackie, tned to minimize 
the black issue, the telegram, the 
presence of baseball Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn and the mass of newsmen 
marked the event 
"I want to be judged by my expertise 
on the field,” Robinson said. 
“ I was bom black and now that I’m a 


manager. I guess I have to be a black 
manager ” 
Robinson said rn response to a 
question. “ If I had one wish rn the 
world today, that wish would be to 
have Jackie Robinson here to see this 
happen ” 
Robinson said that he sees no 
similarity between his situation and 
Jackie Robinson's, but rn another 
statement he faced the overriding 
issue head on 
“ I don’t know what baseball people 
are thinking.” he said, but I hope -1 
hope that they don't say now we have 
one here and then forget about hiring 
any more ” 
Robinson said he is aware of the 
pressures that will be put upon him. 
but explained they will be from outside 
places. 
“ I don’t feel any pressure from 
within and that's the most important 
thing to me,” Robinson said. 
For the most part Robinson started 
his new career as a player-manager of 
the Indians, which will bring him an 
estimated $100,000 on a one-year 
contract, in a humorous fashion. 
“ My hat size has gotten bigger in the 
last few months." Robinson said. in 
response to an inquiry if his being the 
first black manager would go to his 
head 
“ But that s only because I’ve let my 
hair grow,” he added. “ I plan to get 
my hair cut soon and that should help 
reduce mv hat size."
